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REMARKS 

This submission responds to the Official Action mailed on JVLay 12, 2006. 

The Examiner's withdrawal of the Section 101 and 112, paragraph 2, rejections are 
appreciatively acknowledged. Likewise, Applicant appreciates the opportunity extended by the 
Examiner on July 12, 2006 to submit amendments after final in order to clarify the claimed 
invention. 

In particular, claim 1 has been amended to generally include features of now-canceled claim 
4, namely, that the electronic notification of a song's title or artist is sent to the voice clip author 
after a predetermined number of matching identifications have been posted by human visitors to a 
server. The postings from human visitors are now recited as being from "respective machines 
connected to the network," to make express this inherent feature. The song identifications are more 
explicitly recited as comprising at least the name of the song, the artist name, or both, as shown in 
Figure 4 of the subject patent application, and the identification is now more clearly recited as being 
an identification of the song "in the voice clip" that had been input. 

The claimed methodology provides electronic notifications in the event that a predetermined 
number of visitors post identifications that match one another. By way of example, this 
methodology "insulates the voice clip author from receiving an email notification with potentially 
incorrect information." See page 12 of the Specification. Thus, a server supporting an e-commerce 
Web site can receive voice clips and other information and then permit multiple human visitors to 
post identifications that are tested for matches among the postings. In the event that a number of 
postings match one another, a probability of correctness of the identification is achieved to support a 
decision to send a notification of the song identification to the voice clip author. This is achieved in 
claim 1 by the testing step followed by the "in the event that a match was determined in the testing 
step, transmitting to the client machine an electronic notification from the server that the song in the 
voice clip has been identified." 
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The art of record does not teach or suggest that a song identification be sent to the author as 
a matter of a match among plural posted submissions. 



With regard to independent claim 6, it has been amended to recite that both awards (step d) 
and electronic notifications (step e) are performed "provided that plural responses from other users 
concerning the same voice clip match within prescribed parameters." In view of this amendment, 
claim 7 has been -canceled. 



Independent claims 12 and 21 have been amended, in relevant part, generally as described 
above to have the electronic notification sent in the event of a match among a predetermined 
number of postings by human visitors. 



In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejections and 
allowance of all claims.
